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PMRC Field Day 2006 


Greetings to all Philmont members 
and guests: 

Well, Field Day is upon us once 
again and again for another year, the 
ARRL has thrown in some 
interesting changes to the Field Day 
rules for 2006. I will try to give all 
the seasoned operators as well as any 
new comers to Field Day a synopsis 
for this year. If you wish to read or 
download the whole package, visit 
the ARRL.org website. So, hold on 
to your seats and here we go! 


Field Day will be on June 24" at 
1800 UTC till June 25" ending at 
2100 UTC. It will be at the Fort 
Washington State Park located on 
Route 73 and Malitia Hill Road in 
Montgomery County, Pa. Our area 
is the Ridge Road Tenting area, site 
A and B. Talk-in to the site will be 
on the PMRC Repeater, 147.030 with 
a PL tone of 91.5. Some of us will 
be there on Friday, June 23" after 2 
P.M. to set up some things like 
towers, antennas and kitchen area. 
We can use some help on Friday but 
the main setup will be on Saturday 
morning. The more people we have, 
the quicker we will get done. Get 
there early on Saturday and give 
yourself plenty of time for setting up 
your station. You must let me know 
when you are coming up during the 
weekend so you can be added to my 
list and Steve’s, WU3I Food/Meal 
list. If you stay the weekend and 
your name is not on HIS meal list, 
YOU will not be eating that weekend 
at the F.D. Site. I will be asking for 
BandCaptains for 10 to 160 meters 
phone & CW. Contact me unless I 
contact you first by any means 


possible. Our Field Day meeting 
will be at the May General 
meeting. Field Day shirts and Pin 
orders are being taken right now 
till the end of May. Payment must 
be made, if possible, when you 
place your order. I would like to 
get our order received by the June 
General meeting.

The object to Field Day is to 
work as many stations as 
possible on any and all Ham 
Bands except for 12, 17, 30 and 
60-meter bands. 
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We will operate as a Class A 
category, which represents 
PMRC Club operation using 
emergency power. 

Phone, CW and Digital are 
separate bands. A station may 
be worked once per band. 
Phone contacts are 1 point 
each. CW contacts are 2 points 
each. Digital contacts are 2 
points each. 

Our multiplier is 2 for 
operating at a power output of 
150 watts or less. 

The bonus points for this year 
are as follows: 

100 % emergency power is 100 
points per transmitter operated 
..Example: 6A would give us 
600 points for running 
emergency generator power 


while operating 6 Amateur radio 

stations. 

Media Publicity is 100 points 
Public Location is 100 points 
Public Information Table is 100 

points 

Message Orientation to the 
Section Manager is 100 points 

Message Handling of 10 NTS 
Messages is 100 points, 10 points 
per message. 

Satellite QSO is 100 points 
Alternate Power such as solar, 

wind, methane or water is 100 points 

W1AW Bulletin is 100 points 

Non Traditional modes of 
operation such as ATV, SST’, and 
APRS is 100 points each mode. 

A portable packet station setup 
as a temporary portable node and 
separate from the existing packet 

Infrastructure in our area is 
worth 100 points. 

Site Visitation by an Elected 
Government Official is 100 points 

Site Visitation by a 
Representative of an Agency is 100 
points. 
¢ Now for the GOTA Station 

changes: 
> The GOTA Station will 
receive 50 bonus points per 
50 QSO’s by one operator. 

>» The same operator will 
receive another 50 points for 
another 50 QSO’S equal to 
100 points. 

> Additional operators may 
earn 50 or 100 bonus points 
under this rule up to a 
maximum of 500 bonus 
points for a maximum of 500 
QSO’S. 

> No single operator may earn 

more than 100 points 

> AGOTA operator must 
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complete all 50 QSO’S to 
earn the 50 bonus points. No 
Partial credit will be given 
for less than 50 QSO’S. 

> IfaGOTA Station is 
supervised full time by a 
GOTA COACH, the bonus 
points earned for each 50 
QSO’s will be doubled. 
He/She will supervise 
operation, answers questions, 
talk to other operators 
through contacts but can not 
make QSO’s or perform 
logging functions. 

> A GOTA Coach must be 
present and supervise the 
GOTA Station at all times it 
is in operation. 

> All GOTA Station operators 
and visitors must sign a 
visitor / operator log with 
name and/or callsign. 

¢ Submission of all Field Day 
Logs via the Internet is worth 50 
points. 
¢ Youth Participation is 100 points 

maximum with 20 points per 

visitor at the age of 18 or under 

making a contact.

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Here are some... 


Basics to using the WR9R Field Day Logging Software 
The Logging Software will be on a 3.5 floppy disk. You will have one for Phone and one for 
CW 


Some of the Station Statistics will be set up in your Field Day computer prior to Field Day. 
The computer will be set up for UTC time 
Once the disk is inserted, at the DOS cursor prompt, type the word “GO” and WR9OR 
logging program will start. It will ask for “FILENAME:” You will then type in the 
filename of the band which you are working. Example: “ 40cw” or “LOph ” 
Once the program starts, double check the Station Statistics for your Band: 

Example: “W3EM 6A EPA 150w or less 10m phone UTC time.” 
“Space Bar or TAB Key” will move you from one field to the next. 
“ENTER key” will log in the call/contact. 
“DEL key” will wipe the current field you are in. 
“CTRL W key” will erase all 3 fields allowing you to start with a new entry. 
“RIGHT~LEFT~BKSPCE” keys will allow character editing. 
‘“UP~DWN Arrow keys ~ PGE UP~PGE DWN~HOME~END Keys” will allow access 
to past QSO’s/contacts. 
*“ESC~ENTER keys” will exit the mode you are in with no change to your Field Day 
Log. 
“ENTER key” will also save changes to your Field Day Log. 
**The F~Keys” on the lower part of the screen are self-explanatory. 

““F3~F4 keys” will change band and mode of operation. You will not be touching 
F3~F4 keys because you will be on one band and have separate disks for phone and 
cw. 

“ALT~H key” will pop up the Help File. This file explains the different functions of the 

WROR Logging Program. 
“ALT~S key” will bring up the ARRL/RAC Sections file. This will be very handy to pop 
up and will fit neatly in the right hand upper corner of your screen. 


If you have any questions or problems, please ask Carmen, KE3QB 
or Bill W3AOK or Steve WU3I. 
At the end of Field Day, please make sure | get all of your disks back. 


Do not place them in the computer bags. | need everyone’s disks to 
compile the score sheets.

"Now, I'm coming to gobble you up," said 
the troll! 


Only a fairy tale, of course, but we 
do have our own trolls. They live out 
of sight on the reflectors and Web 
sites. They lurk on repeaters and on 
their "very own" frequencies. They 
lie in wait for someone to cross their 
bridge and then spring to life. 


No, they don't gobble up billy goats, 
but they roar into action nonetheless. 
The are the keepers of the sacred, 
but unwritten, protocols and the 
mystical, but mostly mythical, 
traditions and legends. They are the 
protectors of their frequencies and 
channels. They challenge all that 
dare traverse their domain - for they 
are the Baloney Trolls. 


Woe to the newcomer that strays the 
least bit from the Pure Ways of 
Radio as known to the Baloney 
Troll! The troll's day is made if he 
(and trolls are nearly always male) 
can cast newcomers off the bridge, 
hopefully never to be seen again. 
The troll's weapons are the sneer and 


pointed remark against which the 
exposed and tender flesh of a 
newly minted licensee has no 
defense. The troll cares not that his 
Ways are often bogus and of no 
particular Merit, even to himself. 


Pity the questioning innocent that 
inquires for directions or 
instruction! This is truly a troll's 
delight, as he lives to dispense the 
True Baloney. "Why, didn't you 
know...?" says the troll, followed by 
a cornucopia of drivel delivered 
with an all-knowing and unctuous 
demeanor. The Littlest Billy Goat 
replies, "Really?" in a high-pitched 
voice and alas, he has swallowed 
the baloney and is surely led into 
the thicket of Baloney Briars from 
which making an escape is painful 
and laborious.
